The vote came after a half hour 
discussion among the Selectmen 
and with George H. Hooper. 
Chairman of the Electric Light 
and Power Committee. appointed 
by the Selectmen, Also taking 
part in the discussion were the 
Town Manager and Joseph 
Courtney. attorney and former 
Town Manager. Mr. Courtney 
was a member of the light and 
power study committee that was 
in existance about a dozen vears 
ago 

Hooper told the Selectmen that 
he had been doing a considerable 
amount of research, but had gone 
as far as the conditions permit- 
ted. The average electrical 
engineer. he said, could not and 
would not cooperate with such 
study because of the fact that 
Boston Edison was involved as 
a supplier to the Reading Muni- 
cipal Light Department. Edison 
is involved with many studies 
that have to do with the Edison 
Company. and the engineering 
firms found themselves in a 
position where they could not 
Ret involved. A complicated posi: 
tion, but one that makes some 
sense from their viewpoint 

‘The study, he said. had been 
privately financed. as he had no 
town funds - no telephone or 
stationary 

Hooper could find only one repu- 
table firm that was willing to do 
this. and has been engaged in 
such type of He had a let- 
ter from the firm Which he exhi- 
bited to the Selectmen 

The firm, he said. was willing 
to develop an in-depth study on 
the following 

1, Broad scale projections on 
load demands, by various cate- 
gories, based on an analysis of 
land usage. 

2 Develop future cost curves 
for power purchased in bulk 
based on assumptions reflecting 
generation costs. 

3. Investigate the feasibility of 
a peak shaving generating plant 
to reduce demand costs. 

4, Develop cost estimates for 
severing the electric power sys- 
tem from the current supplier 

5, Determine owning and oper- 
ating costs to the Town of Wil- 
mington for various modes of 
municipal operation. 

6. Make an analysis of environ- 
(mental impace of plant facilities 
‘on the community 

7. Determine the tax implica- 
tions of municipal operation. 

8, Investigations to determine 
the land requirements for a physi- 
cal plant 


GEORGE HOOPER:  Report- 
ing te the Wilmington Board of

The study. the. firm said. would 

include a ‘degree feasibility” re- 
port on the entire problem. 

In discussing the problem 
Selectmen George Bovlen and 
Carl Backman were strongest 
in support of the proposals of 
Mr. Hooper, The others agreed 
but to varying degrees, with Se- 
lectman Banda, afraid that a 
“power structure” might evolve. 
with another committee in charge 
of itself. Mr. Banda was molli- 
fied when the other selectmen 
assured him that any committee 
to be named would have a two 


year limit

“People assume that either private citi- 
zens or public institutions can own land 
‘There is a middle way. 

So says Edward Webster of the Interna- 
tional Independence Institute, whose organi. 
zation is interested in sparking some uncon: 
ventional Massachusetts moves to put unde- 
veloped land to the hest possible use. 

The Institute is located in Ashby, near 
the New Hampshire border. From there, it 
has followed with interest, and often with 
participation, efforts in such varied parts of 
the state as Harvard, Wayland, Worcester and 
Lincoln to establish some form of a “land 
bank” to protect vacant tracts. 

Under this “land bank” or 
theory, a cross-section of area residents 
would determine a tract’s “best use” and then 
lease portions of it to developers, farmers or 
conservationists. 

When the lease expires, the land would 
revert back to the “bank” for a reappraisal 
of its best use 

ow, communities can acquire land eith 
er by eminent domain or by agreeing with 
owners on a fair purchase price. Generally 
conservation is the motive—with large tracts 
of land acquired on a year-by-year, parcel-by 
parcel basis geared to the community's fi 
nancial ability 

his method, however. allows developers 
to move in ahead of public bodies and snap 
up available land 


land trust 


Beyond conservation 

A “land bank,” proponents say, can re 
flect public wishes, speed up land-taking and 
widen the possibility of open space use be 
yond conservation 
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The state’s Department of Natural Re- 
sources and the federal Outdoor Recreation 
Rureau are working with Lincoln area plans 
to determine what open spaces and historic 
sites should be protected in that area, to 
widen the public’s control over privately-own 
ed land 

In Wayland, they're going further by 
authorizing the concept of a private land 
trust to sell tacts to the town for specific 
uses. If the intended use isn’t adhered to, un- 
der this plan, the tract reverts back to the 
land bank. 

Such groups as the Audubon Society have 
for years been setting Massachusetts land 
aside for wildlife sanctuaries, public recrea- 
tion and watershed protection. Members of 
these organizations are interested in the ex- 
ample set by Maine. There, one land trust 
specializes in buying land, restricting it to 
protect ecological and social values and then 
selling or giving tracts to people or groups 
committed to these values. Other such land 
trusts and banks are in formation there. 

Mr, Webster notes that the International 
Independence Institute has developed Ameri- 
ca's largest land trust: 5,735 acres in Georgia. 
More than $00 families will settle there in 
three “town clusters,” with an industrial 
park, @ cultural center and school and health 
facilities planned to supplement farming ac- 
livities 

The land trust concept works well in Is 
rael, Mr. Webster adds, where the Jewish Na 
tional Fund owns some 60 per cent of all the 
land 

This eliminates speculation,” he says. 
The public or the trust buys the tract at its 
market value.” 


Get to the Point 


At two recent meetings of the Tewksbury 
selectmen. crowds of more than 100 per- 
had to wait until 8:30 before the 
Board was gavelled to order. a half-hour 
after it was scheduled to meet 

Several persons who had business with 
the selectmen, or wanted to hear dis- 
cussions about the police department 
that highlighted those sessions, had to 
go home before subjects that concerned 
them were considered. Not a few waited 
in patient boredom. 

Many persons questioned why matters of 
general concern couldn't be taken up first 
at selectmen’s meetings Others 
shrugged their shoulders and mumbled 
that all public officials share a common 
creed of procedure for procedure's sake. 

whether to the point or otherwise. Still 
others questioned why the whole process 
had to be delayed an unnecessary half. 
hour 

We believe key subjects. whenever pos- 
sible. should be considered first in pub: 
lic meetings. for the Tewksbury 
selectmen are by no means alone in 
keeping citizens waiting while they dis 
cuss matters of little concern to the 
majority. Some public bodies make the 
Tewksbury selectmen look as unswerv- 
ingly to the point as police reporters 

Placing key items first on agendas is 
by no means a radical proposal. The 
Gloucester City Council and many other

public bodies have for vears followed a 
policy that public hearings should always 
be held first in meetings, and whenever 
possible, matters of extreme public con- 
cern be considered early They knew 
that many citizens were taking time from 
their private lives to exercise their 
rights in a republican state. rights that 
those officials felt should be made as 
easy to utilize as possible 

As for the half-hour delays, we can only 
suggest that the selectmen permanently 
schedule their meetings at 8:30 if an 
earlier time is too inconvenient for them 

While some selectmen obviously need 
time to catch their breaths before con- 
sidering town business, it isn't neces 
sary that they spend that dime behind 
the closed doors of an executive secre- 
tarv’s office. as the majority of select- 
men did prior to their delayed meetings 

Someone might think they were having an 
executive session, a private discussion 
of matters they were about to take action 
on in public. This impression would be 
unfortunate. because everyone knows that 
it is illegal for a government body in 
this state to have an executive session 
without first calling the meeting to order 
in public and then voting to go behind 
closed doors 

No one would want anyone to think that 
lawmakers such as a majority of Tewks 
bury selectmen would so obviously break 
the law

Don MacLaren admits, **I work 
hard at my job. but even if In 
suffering from the flu or soni 
thing. one good weekend of aut 
mobile racing makes me {c 
like a million dollars.”* 

MacLaren does work hard 
owner and manager of: Five 1) 
Welding on Main Street in Tews 
bury, and he frequently feels lis 
a million dollars when he retur 
to work Mondays. 

Weekends he races supermo: 
fied cars that have no restr 
tions on power or anything els 
Using supermodified and ot 
high-speed cars. MacLaren has 
won more feature races at spec 
ways than any other driver 
current competition. — Featu 
races pit the winners of all otlvr 
races in a day against ea 
other 

Though only 37 years old. M. 
Laren has been involved in r 
ing for a long time. “I could 
drive a car and truck when | 
was nine years old.” he sa 

1 always liked the speed « 
the sound of an engine." 

When MacLaren was 15 years 
old, he altered his birth cert 
ficate to add three years to bi 
age and raced a “late mode 
bomber.” a hopped-up new ca 
at Norwood Arena. “On th 
night of my 16th birthday 1 w. 
my first feature. That was some 
present.” he recalled 

Since that first important wis 
almost 22 years ago. MacLare 
has won victor’s laurels in Eur 
pean road races and more thar 
460 features at 100 or more 
tracks from New Brunswick 1 
Florida 

During those years he prc 
gressed from late model bomb 
ers to supermodifieds. He owned 
the majority of cars he raced 
but since 1966 has been drivine 
cars owned by Ed Bowley. w 
runs Tewksbury Auto Parts. 

‘The Oswego Speedway Eagle 
has called Bowley’s latest ca 
Flyin’ 5, “one of the best looking 
and fastest roadsters around 
Tt has a 500 cubic inch engine 
displacement 150 per cer 
greater than engines permite 


jeds such as Fly 
5 are only raced at a certa 
number of tracks. such as the 
one in Oswego, N.Y. Oswego 
rated just under Indianapolis 
prestige, but is: actually | the 
fastest speedway in the Unled 
States. MacLaren has tad the 
car up to 175 miles an hour, but 
normally races at from 160 to 
170. 

Those speeds are on a track 
with a straightaway only five 
eighths of a mile.” explained 
MacLaren, “If I ever just drove 
that car in a straight line with 
my foot to the floor we would 
have to have wings on it to keep 
it on the ground. It would go so 
fast it would just take off 

MacLaren said the 
moment in his racing career 
came last month. when he won 
a feature at Oswego “It wasn't 
only that Oswego is the fastest 


preatest 
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North Wilmington 
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track.” he said, “‘it was also be- 
cause Ed Bowley’s been going 
out there for 11 years without 
ever winning, and it was good to 
help him with the victory 

Racing overpowered cars for 
two decades is bound to leave 
scars, but most persons who 
meet MacLaren are struck by his 
robust good health and apparent 
lack of any physical impair- 
ments. This springs from a 
peculiar kind of good luck. He 
gets hurt. sometimes badly. but 
he always recovers 

“I've been hurt 
times,” he estimated. “Just 
about everything there is to 
break. I've broken at one time or 
other.” His worst crash left 
him with a shift lever sticking 
through his temple. four broken 
ribs and internal injuries. He 
was four months in the hospital 
and blind in one eve for a year 
afterwards 

Although MacLaren is a family 
man, he says his wife. Beatrice 
and five children, Donald Jr.. 14 
Douglas. 13. Dennis, 12. Darrin, 
11, and Bonnie 4, support his 
racing efforts. “You can’t suc- 
ceed in anything unless your 
family backs you up 100 per 
cent.” he said. 

MacLaren shrugs off sugges- 
tions his wife might fear for his 
safety. “I was racing before we 
were married, and she knew what 
she was getting into," he said. 

He added that Mrs. MacLaren 
races cars too. There was a 
touch of false jealousy in the 
pitch of his voice when he admit 
ted. “She won her first race 
litle before I did, but of course 
that was a Powder Puff Champion- 
ship at Hudson, N.H.. several 
vears ago. and the women don't 
race as fast as men 

MacLaren said his 
love his hobby.

Tony Ferrara of Cedar Street 
Wilmington is well known to 
many as an excellent carpenter 
and cabinet maker. That's the way 
he made his living for about 
twenty five years. Among other 
things he built the home in which 
he and his family lives. 

But there has been a new and 
better call to life for Tony. Part 
of it was told in the Town Crier 
about a vear ago 

Tony works in psychotherapy 
in the Eastern Middlesex Mental 
Health Association. in Melrose. 
It is in an activity center in that 
city where he helps young peo- 
ple calm themselves. by sports 

For th past nine years he has 
been going to school. Evening 
school - where at first he made 
up his deficiency of only two 
years of High School. and was 
awarded an Equivilancy Certi 
ficate 

That step taken. Tony started 
on what had been his secret goal 
He was interested in Psycholo 
gy. He wanted to study. to learn 
That's where the next seven 
years went, and he still has a 
year or soto go 

Tony is now an Associate. In a 
year or two he will have a Bach 
elor’s Degree, from Northeast- 
ern University 

But, for Tony. the big news is 
that he is working asa therapist 

Tony is using a new method of 
psychotherapy. called —psycho- 
kinetics. That is a Greek word 
and it combines the words for 
mind’ and ‘motion’ 

He works in a gymnasium. with 
every kind of equipment that 
may possibly be needed. But it 
isn’t only gymnastics. Tony says. 

The point is to fulfill the unique 
needs of the individual 
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weight lifting, in the gymnasium of the Church of the Nozo- 


Rather than fit a person into a 
program, this is the place where 
the program is fitted to the in 
dividual, The program is held in 
the Church of the Nazarene. in 
Melrose Center 

The church is in charge of the 
Rev. Deane R. Grady, and Tony 
could want no better sponsor. He 
is a nice man, says Tony. ‘We 
Ret along great! 

Troubled youngsters can find 
at this place an answer to their 
problems. There are understand- 
ing people. and there are things 
to do. There is always some vol- 
unteer who can fill the particular 
need, in providing guidance for a 
youngster and his problem 

Everyone has a need for self- 
achievement, says Tony. ‘We 
help them to find it, That is a 
part of the answer’. 

Everyone, he says. has a need 
for giving. Perhaps this is too 
dramatic sounding, but it isn’t 
When someone can give of him- 
self, then he has something to 
give. in abundance. That is a 
part of the psychology of Tony's 
work 

Toney has worked now for four 
months, in Melrose. He is going 
to stay there 

He got his training in the physi- 
cal aspects of his present work 
in the YMCU, (Young Men's 
Christian Union) in Boston, He 
has had 20 years of weight lift- 
ing. or excercises. there 

The YMCU is an important part 
of the background of Tony Fer- 
rera. director of Therapeutic 
Activities at the Nazarene Chuch 
in Melrose, as a part of the 
Eastern.

‘The Tewksbury Board of Select- 
Then Tuesday night unanimously 
granted a permit for New England 
Power Co. to lay a 345 kilovolt 
line acfass town streets. 

The petmit was granted on con- 
dition no line tower be built 
within 100 feet of a dwelling 
That condition came after Select- 
man Frank A. Antonelli sugges- 
ted one of the 70:foot towers 
might accidentally tall onto a 
nearby home. He noted at least 
one home was only 60 feet from 
atower 

‘Action on the permit came after 
David Beattie. a ‘former town 
selectman and present represen- 
tative of the power company. and 
James Lennox, co-ordinator of 
the Tewksbury Environmental 
Conference. presented widely 
separated figures on how much 
it would cost to lay underground 
lines instead of the tower system. 

Beattie said the portion of the 
line through Tewksbury would 
cost $600,000 above ground. He 
cited the 1967 Rockerfeller Re 
port on the Environment.

dump clean-up.

Chairman Joseph J. Whelan 
noted the board only had juris 
diction over lines running across 


town streets, not lines across 
provate property. Lennox agreed. 
but added. “If you asked them to 


run lines below streets. you 
would. in effect, make them go 
underground everywhere.” 


Congressman F. Bradford Morse 
noted that the highest cost for 
many elderly people was the pay 
ment for prescription drugs. 

“I feel this 100 per cent reim: 
bursement through Medicaire for 
Prescription drugs would be one 
of the fasters and best ways to 
increase the useable income of 
our elderly citizens. Cronin 
stressed 

He also urged that the amount 
of income Social Security recip- 
ents are allowed to earn be in 
creased without losing benefits. 

I think the elderly have earned 
a right to decent housing.

RULES AND REGULATIONS REGULATING THE USE 
OF PUBLIC AND PRIVATE SEWERS AND DRAINS, 
THE INSTALLATION AND CONNECTION OF BUILD- 
ING SEWERS, AND THE DISCHARGE OF WATERS 
AND WASTES INTO THE PUBLIC SEWER SYSTEM(S): 
AND PROVIDING PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS 
THEREOF: IN THE TOWN OF WILMINGTON, COUNTY 
OF MIDDLESEX, STATE OF MASSACHUSETTS.* 


In accordance with Section 10 of Chapter 83 of the 
General Laws and Section 11 of Chapter 297 of the Acts 
of 1958 Wilmington, be it enacted by the Board of Water 
and Sewer Commissioners of the Town of Wilmington, 
State of Massachusetts as follows:

Definitions (See 3.3)

“BOD” (denoting Biochemical Oxygen Demand) 
shall mean the quantity of oxygen utilized in the 
biochemical oxidation of organic matter under 
standard laboratory proceedure in five (5) days 
at 200C, expressed in milligrams per liter. 


“Building Drain’ shall mean that part of the 
lowest horizontal piping of a drainage system 
which receives the discharge from soil, waste, 
and other drainage pipes inside the walls of the 
building and conveys it to the building sewer.

“Building Sewer" shall mean the extension 
from the building drain to the public sewer or 
other place of disposal. 


“Combined Sewer" shall mean a sewer receiv- 
ing both surface runoff and sewage. 


“Garbage” shall mean solid wastes from the 
domestic and commercial preparation, cooking. 
and dispensing of food. and from the handling. 
storage, and sale of produce. 


“Industrial Wastes'’ shall mean the liquid 
wastes from industrial manufacturing proces- 
ses, trade, or business as distinct from sani- 
tary sewage.

“Person’’ shall mean any individual. firm. 
company, association, society. corporation. or 
group. 


“pH” shall mean the logarithm of the reciprocal 
of the weight of hydrogen ions in grams per 
liter of solution 


“Properly Shredded Garbage” shall mean the 
wastes from the preparation, cooking, and dis- 
pensing of food that have been shredded to such 
a degree that all particles will be carried free- 
ly under the flow conditions normally prevailing 
in public sewers, with no particle greater than 
one-half (42) inch (1.27 centimeters) in any 
dimension. 


“Public Sewer” shall mean a sewer in which 
all owners of abutting properties have equal 
rights, and is controlled by public authority. 


“Sanitary Sewer” shall mean a sewer which car- 
ties sewage and to which storm, surface. and 
ground waters are not intentionally admitted 


“Sewage’’ shall mean a combination of the water- 
carried wastes from residences, business 
buildings. institutions. and industrial establish- 
ments. together with such ground. surface, and 
storm waters as may be present. 


“Sewage Treatment Plant’ shall mean any 
arrangement of devices and structures used 


for treating sewage. 


“Sewage Works" shall mean all facilities for 
collecting. pumping. treating. and disposing of 
sewage. 


“Sewer” shall mean a pipe ot conduit for 
carrying sewage 


“Shall” is mandatory: ‘*May" is permissive. 


“Slug” shall mean any discharge of water. 
sewage. or industrial waste which in concen- 
tration of any given constituent or in quantity 
of flow exceeds for any period of duration long- 
er than fifteen (15) minutes, more than (5) 
times the average twenty-four (24) hour con- 
centration or flows during normal operation. 


“Storm Drain" (sometimes termed “‘Stormed 
Sewer”) shall mean a sewer which carries 
storm and surface waters and drainage. but 


excludes- sewage and industrial wastes. other Ste, 1 


than unpolluted cooling water. ate 


Sec. 20, “Superintendent” shall mean the Superintendent 


of Water and Sewer of the Town of Wilmington. 
or his authorized deputy, agent. or representa- 
tive. 
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Sec. 21. “Suspended Solids’ shall mean solids that 


either float on the surface of, or are in suspen- 
sion in water, sewage, or other liquids, and 
which are removable by laboratory filtering. 


. “Watercourse” shall mean a channel in which 


a flow of water occurs, either continuously or 
intermittently. E 


ARTICLE I 
Building Sewers and Connections 


No unauthorized person shall uncover, make 
any connections with or opening into, use. alter, 
or disturb any public sewer or appurtenance 
thereof without first obtaining a written permit 
from the Superintendent. 


There shall be two (2) classes of building sewer 
Permits: (a) for residential and commercial 
service, and (b) for service to establishments 
producing industrial wastes. In either case, the 
owner or his agent shall make application on a 
special form furnished by the Town. The per- 
mit application shall be supplemented by any 
plans. specifications, or other information con- 
sidered pertinent in the judgement of the Super- 
intendent. A permit and inspection fee for a 
residential or commercial building sewer permit 
and for an industrial building sewer permit 
shall be paid to the Town at the time the appli- 
cation is filed. Such reasonable fees shall be 
established and voted by the Board of Water and 
Sewer Commissioners from time to time. 


All costs and expense incident to the installation 
and connection of the building sewer shall be 
borne by the owner. The owner shall indemnify 
the Town for any loss or damage that may direct- 
ly or indirectly be occasioned by the installation 
of the building sewer. 


A separate and independent building sewer shall 
be provided for every building; except where 
one building stands at the rear of another on 
an interior lot and no private sewer is available 
or can be constructed to the rear building 
through an adjoining alley, court, yard, or drive- 
way, the building sewer from the front building 
may be extended to the rear building and the 
whole considered as one building sewer. 


Old building sewers may be used in connection 
with new buildings only when they are found, on 
examination and test by the Superintendent, to 
meet all requirements of these Rules and Re- 
gulations. 


The size, slope, alignment, materials of con- 
struction of a building sewer, and.the methods 


AO) be used..in: excavating placing. of, the: pipe.; 


jotting: "tésting, and backfilling the trench, 
shall all conform to the requirements of the 
building and plumbing code or other applicable 
rules and regulations of the Town. In the ab- 
sence of code provisions or in amplification 
thereof the materials and procedures set forth 
in appropriate specifications of the A.S.T.M. 
and W.P.C.F. Manual of Practice No. 9 shal! 
apply. 


Whenever possible, the building sewer shall be 
brought to the building at an elevation below the 
basement floor. In all buildings in which any 
building drain is too low to permit gravity flow 
to the public sewer, sanitary sewage carried by 
such building drain shall be lifted by an ap- 
Proved means and discharged to the building 
sewer 


No person shall make connection of roof down- 
Spouts. exterior foundation drains, areaway 
drains. or other sources of surface runoff or 
ground water to a building sewer or building 
drain which in turn is connected directly or 
indirectly to a public sanitary sewer. 


. The Connection of the building sewer into the 


public sewer shall conform to the requirements 
of the building and plumbing code or. other 
applicable rules and regulations of the Town. or 
the procedures set forth in appropriate specifi- 
cations of the A.S.T.M. and the W.P.CF 
Manual of Practice No. 9. All such connections 
shall be made gastight and watertight. Any 
deviation from the prescribed Procedures and 
materials must be approved by the Superintend- 
ent before installation. 


The applicant for the building sewer permit 
shall notify the Superintendent when the build- 
ing sewer is ready for inspection and connect- 
tion to the public sewer. The connections shall 
be made under the supervision of the Superin- 
tendent or his representative. 


All excavations for building sewer installation 
shall be adequately guarded by the owner with 
barricades, lights. and Police Officers as re- 
quired by the Town so as to protect the public 
from hazard. Streets. sidewalks. parkways. 
and other public property disturbed in the course 
of the work shall be restored in a manner 
satisfactory to the Town. 


ARTICLE 1 
Use of the Public Sewers 


taminated cooling water. or unpolluted indus- 
trial process waters to any sanitary sewer. 


S Sec. 2. Storm water and all other unpolluted drainage 


shall be discharged to such sewers as are spec- 
ifically designated as storm sewers, or to a 
natural outlet approved by the Superintendent. 
Industrial cooling water or unpolluted process 
waters may be discharged, or approval of the 
Superintendent, to a storm sewer. or natural 
outlet. 


Sec 3. No person shall discharge or cause to be dis- 


charged any of the following discribed waters 
or wastes to any public sewers: 


(a) Any gasoline, benzene, naptha. fuel oil, or 
other flammable or explosive liquid, solid, 


or gas. 


Any waters or wastes containing toxic or 
poisonous solids, liquids. or gases in suf- 
ficient quantity. either singly or by inter- 
action “with other wastes, to injure or 
intefere with any sewage treatment 
process, constitute a hazard to humans or 
animals, create a public nuisance, or 
create any hazard in the receiving waters 
of the sewage treatment plant. 


Any waters or wastes having a pH lower 
than (5.5). or having any other corrosive 
property capable of causing damage or haz- 
ard to structures, equipment. and person- 
nel of the sewage works. 


Solid or viscous substances in quantities or 
of such size capable of causing obstruction 
to the flow in sewers, or other interference 
with the proper operation of the sewage 
works such as, but not limited to, ashes, 
cinders, sand, mud, straw, shavings, me- 
tal, glass, rags, feathers, tar, plastics. 
wood, unground garbage, whole blood. 
paunch manure, hair and fleshings, en- 
trails and paper dishes, cups, milk con- 
tainers, etc.. either whole or ground by 
garbage grinders. 


Sec. 4. No person shall discharge or cause to be dis- 


charged the following described substances, 
materials, waters, or wastes if it appears like- 
ly in the opinion of the Superintendent that such 
wastes can harm either the sewers, sewage 
treatment process, or equipment, have an ad- 
verse effect on the receiving stream, or can 
otherwise endanger life, limb, public property, 
or constitute a nuisance. In forming his opinion 
as to the acceptability of these wastes, the Su- 
perintendent will give consideration to such fac- 
tors as the quantities of subject wastes in 
relation to flows and velocities in the sewers, 
materials of construction of the sewers, nature 
of the sewage treatment process, capacity of 
the sewage treatment plant, degree of treatabil- 
ity of wastes in the sewage treatment plant, and 
other pertinent factors. The substances prohib- 
ited are: 


(a) Any liquid or vapor having a temperature 
higher than one hundred fifty (150)9 F 
(65°C) 


Any water or waste containing fats, wax, 
grease, or oils. whether emulsified or not, 
in excess of one hundred (100) mg/l or 
containing substances which may solidify 
or become viscous at temperatures between 
thirty-two (32) and one hundred fifty (150) 
OF (0 and 65% ). 


Any garbage that has not been properly 
shredded. The installation and operation 
of any garbage grinder equipped with a 
motor of three-fourths (%) horsepower 
(0.76 hp metric) or greater shall be sub- 
ject to the review and approval of the 
Superintendent. 


Any waters or wastes containing strong 
acid iron pickling wastes. or concentrated 
plating solutions whether neutralized or 
not. 


Any waters or wastes containing iron, 
chromium, copper. zinc, and similar objec- 
tionable or toxic substances; or wastes ex- 
erting an excessive chlorine requirement, 
to such degree that any such material re- 
ceived in the composite sewage at the sew- 
age treatment works exceeds the limits es- 
tablished by the Superintendent for such 
materials, 


Any waters or wastes containing phenols or 
other taste or odor producing substances. 
in such concentrations exceeding limits 
which may be established by the Superin- 
tendent as necessary, after treatment of 
the composite sewage to meet the re- 
quirements of the State, Federal, or other 
public agencies or jurisdiction for such 
discharge to the receiving waters. 


Any radioactive wastes or isotopes of such 
half-life or concentration as may exceed 
limits established by the Superintendent 
in compliance with applicable State or Fed- 
eral regulations. 


Any waters or wastes having a pH in excess 
of 9.5. 


Materials which exert or cause: 


(1) Unusual concentration of inert sus- 
pended solids (such as, but not 
limited to, Fullers earth, lime 
slurries, and lime residues) or of 
dissolved solids (such as, but not 
limited to, sodium chloride and 
sodium sulfate). 


Excessive discoloration (such as, 
but not limited to, dye wastes and 
vegetable tanning solutions). 


Unusual BOD, chemical oxygen 
demand, or chlorine requirements 
in such quantities as to constitute 
a significant load on the sewage 
treatment works. 


Unusual volume of flow or concen- 
tration of wastes constituting 
“slugs” as defined herein 


Waters or wastes containing substances 
which are not amenable to treatment or 
reduction by the sewage treatment proces- 
ses emploved, or are amenable to treat- 
ment only to such degree that the sewage 
treatment plant effluent cannot meet the 
requirements of other agencies having jur- 
isdiction over discharge to the receiving 
waters, 


Sec. 5. If any waters or wastes are discharged, or are 


Proposed to be discharged to the public sewers, 
which waters contain the substances or poses 
the characteristics enumerated in Section 4 of 
this Article, and which in the judgement of the 
Superintendent, may have a deleterious effect 
upon the sewage works, processes, equipment, 
or receiving waters, or which othewise create 
a hazard to life or constitute a public nuisance. 
the Superintendent may: 


(a) Reject the wastes, 


(b) Require pretreatment to an acceptable 
condition for discharge to the public 
sewers, 


Require control over the quantities and 
rates of discharge, and/or 


Require payment to cover the added cost 
of handling and treating the wastes not 
covered by the existing taxes or sewer 
charges under the provisions of Section 
10 of this Article. 


If the Superintendent permits the pretreatment 

of equalization of waste flows, the design ‘and 
installation of the plants and equipment shall 
be subject to the review and approval of the 
Superintendent, and subject to the requirements 
of all applicable codes and laws. 


Sec. 6. Grease, oil, and sand interceptors shall be 


provided when, in the opinion of the Superin- 
tendent, they are necessary for the proper 
handling of liquid wastes containing grease in, 
excessive amounts, or any flammable wastes. 
sand, or other harmful ingredients; except that 
such interceptors shall not be required for pri- 
vate living quarters or dwelling units. All 
interceptors shall be of a type and capacity 
approved by the Superintendent and shall be 
located as to be readily and easily accessible 
for cleaning and inspection. 


Sec. 7. Where preliminary treatment of flow-equalizing 


facilities are provided for any waters or wastes. 
they shall be maintained continuously in satis- 
factory and effective operation by the owner at 
his expense. 


Sec. 8. When required by the Superintendent, the owner 


of any property serviced by a building sewer 
carrying industrial wastes shall install a suit- 
able control manhole together with such neces- 
sary meters, and other appurtenances in the 
building sewer to facilitate observation, samp- 
ling, and measurement of the wastes. Such 
manhole. when required, shall be accessibly and 
safely located, and shall be constructed in ac- 
cordance with the plans approved by the Super- 
intendent. The manhole shall be installed by the 
owner at his expense. and shall be maintained 
by him so as to be safe and accessible at all 
times 


Sec. 9. All measurements, tests. and analyses of the 


characteristics of waters and wastes to which 
reference is made in these Rules and Regula- 
tions shall be determined in accordance with 
the latest edition of “Standard Methods for the 
Examination of Water and Wastewater." 
published by the American Public Health As- 
sociation. and shall be determinted at the con- 
trol manhole provided, or upon suitable samples 
taken at said control manhole. In the event that 
no special manhole has been required, the con- 
trol manhole shall be considered to be the nearest 
downstream manhole in the public sewer to the 
point at which the building sewer is connected 

Sampling shall be carried out by customarily 
accepted methods to reflect the effect of consti- 
tuents upon the sewage works and to determine 
the existance of hazards to life, limb, and pro- 
perty. (The particular analyses involved will 
determine whether a twenty-four (24) hour 
composite of all outfalls of a premise is appro- 
priate or whether a grab sample or samples 
should be taken. Normally, but not always. BOD 
and suspended solids analyses are obtained from 
24-hour composites of all outfalls where pH’s 
are determined from periodic grab samples.) 


Sec. 10. No statement contained in this article shall be 


construed as preventing any special agreement 
or arrangement between the Town and nay indus- 
trial concern whereby an industrial waste of 
unusual strength or character may be accepted 
by the Town for treatment, subject to payment 
therefore, by the industrial concern.

‘The attainment of specific levels for discharge 
to the public sewer by dilution in the absence of 
treatment (i.e., by the use of extraneous or other 
non-process water ) is prohibited. 


Direct disposal of concentrated plating solutions.

Like the others it 
had a granite-dust surface, a 
material not seen much today 
Granite dust made a very fine 
surface, soft for the feet, and of 
pleasing appearance.

Tewksbury police asked

A Tewksbury patrolman has 
accused other police of spreading 
false stories stating he refused 
to take a lie detector test to 
prove or disprove claims he was 
harassed by members of the 
Police Department 

‘The patrolman. who asked not 
to be identified. said he proposed 
the idea that every member of 
the Police Department take lie 
detector tests to ascertain who 
was telling the truth about alleged 
harassment 

He said he wrote each of the 
town selectmen in early August. 
complaining he was harassed by 
other police after he pressed 
charges against a relative 6f a 
reserve patrolman 

The person I arrested was 
later convicted of possession of 
marijuana and fireworks.” said 
the patrolman.

Contract Violation 


The national police union asked 
the U.S. Department of Labor 
this week to investigate an al- 
leged contract violation —sur- 
rounding Town Manager Sterling 
Morris's hiring of two patrolmen 
for the Wilmington Police De- 
partment 

Jerry Langone. national repre- 
sentative for the International 
Brotherhood of Police Officers 
also questioned “whether the 
town manager should be allowed 
to continue as town manager 
because of the alleged violation. 

The union asserts two patrol- 
men hired by Town Manager 
Sterling Morris with federal 
PEP (Public Employment Pro- 
gram) funds have been assigned 
work that violates PEP con- 
tractural agreements. 

Langone said the alleged viola- 
tion resulted in infringements of 
the town’s contract with the 
IBPO. He said he expected a 
DoL investigation would. correct 
the problems. but added if the 
corrections weren't made the 
union might take action against 
Morris for allegedly violating 
the labor laws. 

Langone said Morris hired two 
men with PEP funds which, ac 
cording to Langone. are allocated 
to help communities augment 
regular municipal departments 

Mr. Morris claims these men 
are regular police officers, but 
they are only being used to fill 
in for other men on vacation. If 
he is going to call them regular 
officers. they should be working 
regular shifts full-time, but they 
are only working to fill in those 
vacation slots,”” said Langone
